In a statement issued today 


through the Demoeratie National 
Committee, Mr, Steagall says: 
“The President’s program for a 
one-year moratorium designed pri- 
marily to afford immediate assist- 
anee to Germany, a debtor nation, 
recognizes her inability to tacet re- 
parations payments. Germany's 
difficulties are due to her inability 
to sell her commodities at a rea- 
sonable profit. If the United States 
was at this time a debtor nation, 
our condition would be similar to 
that existing in Germany. Why is 
it that commodities cannot be sold 
at a fair price or a reasonable pro- 
fit? Tf we may accept the evidence 
of the world’s leading economists, 
it ig due to unreasonably high tar- 
iffs and retaliatory tariff measures. 
Will President Hoover now take 
the next logical step to relieve the 
economic distress of the world by 
recommending a readjustment of 
the tariff, and thus lower the bar- 
riers te international trade vhich

“There can be no snubbing of 
the fact that there are three wavs 
only by which Burope may rehabil- 
itate her economic affairs so as to 
discharge her financial obligations 
to the United States and so put 
her disordered house in order for 
the purchase of our farm and fae- 
tory surpluses ‘nd these three 
ways are entirely within the dis- 
position of our government. The 
first is the opportunity for the in- 
terchange of the products that en- 
ter into our foreign commerce.

“Comparison of exnert figures 
for the first five months of 1931 
with the same months of 1980 and 
1929 suffices to 
trade losses. 

“The need of the hour is the re- 
vival of trade and commerce—on- 
portunity for all who will to 
work and to disnose of their nrod- 
ucts along normal lines without 
artificial and destructive trade 
barriers.”

NEWS ITEMS OF 1776 


Items from old newspapers are 


of interest to many, and so we 
have found a few taken from a 
copy of The Massachusetts Sun, 


" 


published in Worcester on July 17, 
1776, the front page of which was 
devoted to the Deelaration of In- 
dependence, then less than two 
weeks old, A news letter from 
New York said: 

“On Wednesday last the Decla- 
ration of Independence was read 
at the head of each brigade of the 
Continental Army at or near New 
York, and everywhere received 
with loud huzzas and utmost dem 
onstrations of joy. The same even- 
ing the equestrian statue of George 
Ill. was by the sons of freedom 
laid prostrate in the dirt. The 
wad wherewith this monument was 


made is to be run into bullets, to 


assimilate with the brains of our 
infatuated adversaries, who, to 
gain a pepper-corn, have lost an 
Hmpire,” 

A resolution by the House of 


Representatives at Watertown re- 
quested that people of the colony 
donate their leaden window 
weights for the making of bullets. 

Among other notices was one 
stating that there were “a consid- 
erable number of prisoners in’ the 
town, who are willing to go out 
to service if proper persons should 
appear to hire them.” 

Delinquent subsertbers were a 
problem in those early days, as 
they have been ever since, it ap- 
pears from a card from the pub- 
lisher who thanked those readers 
who had paid up, addng: “He 
begs that such as have not paid 
him would be so considerate as to 
think of the great disadvantage it 
must be to him to have so many 
small sums in different hands, 
therefore would now request that 
they would pay their respective 
balances, which will greatly oblige 


their humble servant, Isaiah 
Thomas.” 
After 155 years a good many 


publishers may still find Mr, Thom- 
courteous suggestion quite ap- 
plicable to present conditions.

BASEBALL IN JAPAN 

An interesting account of the 
enthusiasm for baseball which ‘now 
exists in Japan is told by Harry 
Kingman, who has served as coach 
for Oriental teams, 

Since its introduction into the 
Flowery Kingdom about 40 years 
avo, by some Japanese engineers 
who had learned the game while 
studying in the United States, 
baseball has gained great populari- 
ty, not only in the cities, but m 
the villages as well, 

Keio University was among the 
first schools to take up tiie sport, 
after a group of students had 
translated’ a Spalding rule-book in- 
to Japunese. The game’s greatest 
impetus resulted from the enthusi- 
asm of Professor Isa Abe of Wa- 
seda University, who is called ‘the 
father of Japanese baseball.” Un- 
der his leadership, teams from the 
university have made several tours 
of the United States.

SPARE THE BIRDS 


| 
Although some varieties of 


are considered a great nuisance by 
farmers and others, it is doubtful 
that any of these feathered tribes 
are more destructive than useful. 


Birds are the natural enemies of |‘ 


insects and insects are the great- 
est enemies of mankind. Scientists 
have declared that without continu- 
ed research and the employment of 
improved means of combatting in- 
sect pests they would overrun the 
world and destroy all other life, 
including man. 

The rapidity with which certain 
insects multiply is beyond the im- 
agination, For example, a pair of 
pucerons, a species of flea, will in 
one year produce more than 441 
quadrillion young. One small bird, 
such as a tomtit, will destroy about 
1,500 of these in a day; a part- 
ridge will eat 30,000 white grubs 
in a yeer. Various birds have 
their favorite insects upon which 
they prey, but all eat practically 
any insect which crosses their path. 

With this ever present menace 
of insects to combat, we can hard- 
ly have too many birds. Not only 
out of humane sentiment, but as an 
actual protection to civilization, 
the birds should be spared.

FEW IMPEACHMENTS

More Cottonseed 
Meal Will Be Fed 


As a result of recent experi- 
ments more cottonseed meal is be- 
ing fed to work animals and to 
hogs. Prof. J. C. Grimes, head of 
the animal husbandry group of the 
Alabama Experiment Station at 
Auburn, says that many stations 
have experimented with cottonseed 
meal as a portion of the ration for 
work animals and hogs, and that 
recommendations are made on a 
basis of these experiments. 

The cottonseed meal limit is two 
pounds per day for animals doing 
light to heavy work, and _ this 
amount should be attained gradu- 
ally, starting with a fraction of a 
pound and inereasing it up to a 
maximum of two pounds. One

Your turnips will not need so 
much fertilizer, but they, too, will 
da well right in the fertilizer, I 
believe the best way to do it is to 
bed your land and then open the 
bed with a shovel. Put your fer- 
tilizer in the shovel furrow and 
run a scooter through it to mix 
it with the soil. Then let it stand 
until you get a good rain and plant 
your seed with a garden hoe right 
in the fertilizer. There is no en! 
to how many turnips you can make 
in this way. Do not use sandy 
land for fall turnips.

Sallie has already planted her 
fall turnips. She had the ground 
all fixed up when the rain came 
and as soon as it was over she was 
out there planting her garden. She 
put a wagon load of fertilizer on 
a few rows. I, said something to 
her about it, but she *lowed that 
her cows made the fertilizer and 
that we had plenty of it and that 
she was going to use it freely. TI 
guess there is no use in having it 
unless you use it. Sallie says she 
will sell enough turnips off that 
patch to these cotton farmers and 
the negroes on their places to pay 
us for all the fertilizer and have 
money left. I guess she is right 
about it and I am going to let Sal- 
lie have her way about all the 
garden matters.

I simply must remind you again 
about your sweet potatoes. Have 
you finished your patch? Have 
you put out every vine that you 
can put out? Have you used up 
every possible piece of land that 
might be put in potatoes? If you 
have not, then do not let up un- 
til every vine is out and every 
piece of land is used. Just keep 
on putting them out until the first 
day of August. Get them out just 
as soon as you can, as the early 
ones always make the best but do 
not stop until the first of August. 
Let me tell you something about 
putting out potatoes, and that is, 
do not stick the vine down in the 
middle. Always put the large end 
down, and put your stick about one 
inch from the end when you go to 
stick it in the ground. It is also 
a good idea to cut the leaves off 
if you have time. They will live 
much better if you will do so. If 
you put the vine down in the mid- 
dle it will not make potatoes like 
it will the other way. 

* * * 

Look around and see if you can 
not find some of your neighbors 
talking hard times and then watch 
them and see how much they work 
putting out potatoes. There are 
hundreds of folks in Coffee Coun- 
ty who are through with their reg- 
ular farming and who will loaf 
with their children from now until 
gathering time, and not put out a 
single potato vine, A man with 
a few children to help could take 
in a piece of land and plant it in 
potatoes August the first. In the 
first place, the man must have the 
determination to do it and then 
he can do it, Of course, there is 
no better tonic for a fellow than 
for him to have a wife who will 
say what he should do and then 
tell there will not be any dinner 
waiting if he goes off to town and 
frolics his time away.

How do you like one of these 
town farmers? I mean the fellow 
who says he is farming bui who 
spends most of his time in town. 
Did you ever know of a man who 
was in town every day? He is 
not a farmer; he is a farm director. 
Sallie simply will not let me go 
to town more than once a week 
and IT must have a mighty good 
reason or she will not let me go 
that often.

FOLLOWING PEAS 


J have not had much to say of 
lute about the crops following 
Winter Peas because there has 
been very little to say. We all 
realize that we can plant, ferti- 
lize, and cultivate ull you want to, 
but it requires u little rain now 
ind then to make corn, Although 
the rain has come too late to do 
the most good possible, [ believe 
most all corn following peas will 
make a fair to good crop yet. 

| would like to call to the atten- 
tion of the public some fields of 
corn following winter peas that 
one can see trom the road as you 
travel about. You can see corn 
following peas in front of Voca- 
tional building at New Brockton, 
Mr, Joe Brabham on Geneva road, 
J. N. Wallace on New Brockton- 
Elba road, T. G. Hildreth, Parmers 
Academy cominunity, L. J. Dis- 
muke, New Hope community, and 
B. L. Kelley, at west end of Main 
Street, Mnterprise. 

The above is all that I can think 
of that cun be seen from roads 
without getting out of your car. 
Why call attention to this? See- 
ing is believing and since this is 
ua comparatively new crop we need 
to keep a close watch on the sue- 
cess of the crop and see if it is 
worthwhile and if so adopt the use 
of it more generally. 

To show what farmers over the 
State think of it, in 1918 there 
was a total of 1,185 pounds sow- 
ed—enough to seed 76 acres. In 
1930 this figure had grown, con- 
sistently each year more than the 
year before, to 1,978,224 pounds 
—enough to seed 657,741 acres. 
In 1929 Coffee County farmers 
sowed 4,000 pounds of peas, and 
in 1930 they sowed 27,400 pounds, 

I feel that we should set a goal 
of at least 60,000 pounds this fall 
and see how much this figure can 
be exceeded. The seed will be the 
cheapest they have ever been and 
the hard times and shortage of 
cash makes it more imperative than 
ever that the farmer grow his own 
fertilizer the same as he should 
grow his own feed for livestock.
